Mony of tho pa­ 
tients declare that they will remain in 
their tenta all winter, but probably mo.st 
of them, will be housed In the pavililon:

It is expected th at the success of. this 
colony will form o demonstration to be 
presented to the next leglalature In urg­ 
ing that this state provhle some plan, 
either by snnalorln or pthorwlsn, w here 
tho |l\ou^ands of tviberculars now neglect­ 
ed cart have proper care. 


Tt, perhaps, does not occur to many peo­ 
ple that there I.S no plaee In this whole 
state where a person of tuberculosis Is 
welcome, With the exccntlon of the sm all 
tent colony at Ottaw'n and of a small ho.s- 
pltal devoted to tho tuberculous at Chi­ 
cago. Tho general-ho.‘?pItal.s cannot prop­ 
erly^ take care . of the tuberculous, al­ 
though they have to do It in some In 
itanees. Oonsequenlly it la very desirnblo, 
rind even urgent, thnt some iirovislon be 
made for them. 


It would only entail a small expen.se for 
every Beneral hospital to he provided with 
a ie,w tent platform.s end properly con­ 
structed tenl.s In which x)atJenls coming 
to 
them, 
suffering with 
tuberculoals, 
tuuld bo treated. 
Tt would certainly be 
much safer fqr other patients in the Insti­ 
tution»,- and much better for tho patient 
httvhjff tuberculosis. 


A few such tents scattered about the 
linvn of a hospital would only add to the 
plettirc.sque feature of the view and with 
proper regulations could not In the least, 
bo ohjeetlonnble. 
Of course, In the main 
It Is desirable thnt tho patient with tu^ 
herculosla be removed as far as possible 
from the dh't and dust of the city.
